Rrap— 
The reports on the municipal administration of Calcutta for the years 1918-19, 
1919-20 and 1920-21, together with the reviews of the reports recorded by the 
a General Committee and the Corporation. " 
Rene uctory.—This resolution deals with the administration of the 
Corporation of Caleutta-during the three years ending the 31st March 1921. 
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In their previous triemial review, Government observed that its large 
revenue balances had enabled the Corporation to surmount the financial diffi- 
culties which the war had created. No restoration of normal conditions is 
however yet in sight ; trade and industry are, depressed and the universal 
rise in prices have added permanently to the establishment charges of the 
Corporation and perhaps permanently to the cost of its works. A loan policy 
has again become practicable, but loan charges have enormously increased, 
while the remaining borrowing capacity of the Corporation is largely earmarked 
fur its costly water supply and drainage outfall schemes The rates cons- 
tantly grow, the annual increase -being about Rs. 5 lakhs, but the new water 
supply scheme alone—in working expenses and loan charges—is expected to 
absorb nearly Rs. 20 lakhs of revenue a year. 

. Increased establishment charges, organization and expansion of primary 
edueation and the enhanced cost of the city services, add tothe bill. If the 
Corporation is to continue the progressive and enterprising policy of the 
past decade, an increase in the rates would in the near future appear inevi- 
table. Nevertheless, at the end of the triennium under review, the closing 
balance of the Corporation still reached the high figure of Rs. 46 lakhs, which 
has for the moment enabled it to defer the raising of the rates. 

The Calcutta Municipal. Bill of 1917 and the shorter Bill which was 
framed subsequently, were both dropped. The constitutional provisions of 
the former Bill have since been modified, and at the time of writing, this 
comprehensive consolidating measure is pending before the Legislative 
Council. : 

2. Elections.—Tine seventh general election of Ward Commissioners 
which was held on the 21st March 1921, evoked very little enthusiasm. There 
were 49,060 voters with 124,271 votes, as compared with 35,153 voters and 
90,997 votes in 1918. The voters however showed little keenness and 
the votes cast were only 38 per cent. of the voting power of the contested 
wards as against 53 per cent. in 1918. In 15 wards out of 25 there was no- 
contest at all, and it was only in three wards that any real keenness was 
evinced. In 18 wards the sitting members were returned and 11 of. them 
without any opposition. The newly constituted body of Ward Commissioners 
consists of 23 Hindus and 2 Jews. No European, Anglo-Indian or Muham- 
madan candidates offered themselves for election. 

_8. Gensus.—The census which was taken on the 18th March 1921, was 
disappointing. Including the port and the maidan, the preliminary total 
for Calcutta was 903,173 as against 896,067 in 1911, an increase of less 
than 1 per cent. against 5°7 and 24°3 per cent. at the two preceding 
censuses. The accuracy of the census was challenged by the Corporation 
which had further enquiries: made to test the figures in certain areas where 
the census had showed a decrease of population. 

Lhe census of Calcutta has always presented peculiar difficulties—more 
especially in the wards in which Europeans preponderate. . 

4. Accounts.—The resumption of activity in nearly all the departments 
of the Corporation resulted in a considerable inerease of work in the Accounts 
Department of the Corporation. Greater attention was paid to the verification 
of stocks and shares and a board “of visitors was’ appointed in 1919-20 to 
inspect periodically the Store Depéts of the Corporation, 

5. Revenue.—The actual receipts of the Corporation rose from 
Rs. 1,35,61,519 in 1918-19 to Rs. 1,/52,22,180 in 1920-21 or by nearly 2°2 per 
cent, while the payments rose from 1,27,74,868 to Rs. 1,59,39,378, or by 
24°7 per cent. Though the expenditure in 1920-21 exceeded the receipts by 
nearly 7} lakhs, the triennium closed with an actual balance of Rs. 46,09,450. 
On the basis of assets and liabilities the income in 1918-19 was Rs. 1,35,69,257 
and the expenditure Rs. 1,26,51,363, while in 1920-21 they amounted to 
Rs. 1,52,03,872 and Res. 1,61,62,519, respectively, the closing balance being 
Rs. 34,01,257. 

_ 6, Loans.—Loans aggregating Rs. 54,54,700 fell due. during. the 
trieynium and were repaid partly out of accumulations from the Sinking Fa d 
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and partly by raising further loans to the extent of Rs. 35,73,200. The 
following.new loans were sanctioned for capital works :—

Of these loans it was not found necessary to raise the loan of 
Rs. 21,24,500 which was intended to serve as a reserve in case the realisa- 
tion from the sale of surplus lands fell short of expectations. Of the other 
two loans for capital works, Rs. 35,72,200 only were raised in the aggre- 
gate, as it was found impossible to raise the loans on advantageous terms and 
it was eventually decided to keep in abeyance certain projects which were 
not urgent and to concentrate the future resources of the Corporation on the 
scheme for the improvement of the water supply. 

Thd@ loan funds opened with a balance of Rs. 6,14,797. The total sum 
credited to the funds (e.g., on account of loan receipts, sales of surplus, ete.) 
within the triennium amounted to Rs. 1,12,03.968 and the expenditure to 
Rs. 88,46,886. The balance left at the end of the period amounted to 
Rs, 34,71,879. 

The net indebtedness of the Corporation on the 3lst March 1921 


excluding the accumulations in the Sinking Funds was Rs. 5,24,:£,300 as. 


against Rs. 4,75,17,000 on the 31st March 1918. This represents an increase 
of Rs. 49,58,300 in the debls of the Corporation compared with a decrease of 
Rs: 15,97,315 in their liability in the preceding triennium. 

7. Sinking Fund.—The balance at the credit of the Sinking Funds on 
the 31st March 1921 amounted to Rs. 2,159 in cash and securities of the face 
value of Rs. 63,40,500 which at market value amounted to Rs. 42,55,233. To 
make good the temporary depreciation in the Sinking Funds the Corporation 
was required to pay a sum of Rs. 9,96,838 into fund during the period 
under review. The total loan charges on the outstanding debt of the Corpora 
tion on the 31st March 19¥1 amounted to Rs. 34,82,681 as against 
Rs. 31,82,980 on the 31st March 1918. 

8. Assessment.— The “assessed annual valuation of the city continued 
steadily to rise and stood at the end of the year 1920-21 at Rs. 5,60,60,063 
as compared with Rs. 4,80,98,516 at the end of the year 1917-18. Of the 
total increase nearly half of the amount was obtained from general revision 
of assessment and the rest from revaluation and intermediate valuation of 
new constructions. The new assessment of the Port Commissioners’ property 
yielded—after appeal—an increase of over Rs. nine lakhs in the annual 
valuation. \ 

The steady increase in the valuation of the city will it is hoped help the 
Corporation to a considerable extent in financing the costly water supply and 
drainage schemes and other improvement schemes of importance. 


9, Collection—The high standard of collection reached in previous 
years was well maintained in the collection and license departments. In 
1920-21 the percentage of collections for the consolidated rate calculated on 
the nett demand reached the figure 99°93, which is one of the highest on 
record. Similarly, the percentage of collection for the license department rose 
as high as 99°38 in the year 1918-19. The number of licenses issued and the 
record collections in the license department in 1920-21 in spite of the un- 
favourable conditions which have prevailed during the year, point fo the 
steadily increasing prosperity of the city. 


10. Water-supply.—The average quantity of water supplied to the city 
luring the last year of the period under review rose to 68 million gallons per 
day 37 million filtered and 31 million unfiltered) with an average,consump- 
tion of 74°2 gallons per head per day (40 filtered and 342 unfiltered). In 


accordance with the recommendations of a special committee appointed tS

consider the question of improving the filtered water-supply of Calcutta, 
Mr. St. George Moore, an Engineer of considerable waterworks experience, 
was brought out from England to advise the Corporation onthe subject. ‘Phe 
scheme that was first drawn up by Mr. Moore was rejected by the Corporation 
on the score of cost. Eventually it was decided that the unfiltered water- 
supply should not be abolished and that the scheme be modified so as to 
provide, for 70 million gallons of filtered and 40 million gallons of unfiltered 
water daily with adequate control of the filtered water supply by metering 
so as to maintain a continuous water-supply at a minimum terminal pressure 
of 40 feet. ‘Lhe scheme, which it is estimated will cost over two crores of 
rupees and will take five years to complete, has since been sanctioned by 
Government. ‘The Minister trusts that as the deliberative stage in connec 
tion with the improvement of the water supply which began so far back as 
1913 has now been satisfactorily concluded, there will now be no delay in the 
execution of the scheme. 


1). Drainage.—In the last resolution it was observed that the exten- 
sion of its underground drainage system into the suburbs was perhaps the 
most pressing task which now confronted the Corporation and it is satis- 
factory to find that substantial progress in drainage works has since been 
made. Several of the schemes undertaken will go far to remedy the insani- 
tary conditions which prevail in the outlying parts of the municipality. The 
sewering of certain roads west. of Tolly’s Nullah—a long-deferred advance— 
was undertaken and in all nearly 17,300 feet of sewers were constructed 
during the triennium. The completed sewers will drain portions of wards 
XXIII, XXIV and XXV. ’ 

The scheme for the drainage of the area west of the Kidderpore Docks 
and the Chetla rice mill area and the construction of the main outfall sewer 
in connection with the Improvement Trust Schemes VIII and VIIIA were 
commenced. Other important works taken in hand during the period were 
the corstruction of the main outfall sewer which forms a part of the scheme 
for sewering the area west of Hazra Road and the sewer to relieve the 
flooding in the Bhowanipore area. The Corporation besides completing 
certain works of minor importance continued the survey of the town sewers, 
and altogether 80 miles of sewers in the city and suburbs were examined. 
The structure of these sewers was found to be in a good state of preserva- 
tion. 

The decay of the Bidyadhari river which forms the drainage outfall of 
Caleutta is again compelling anxious attention. The spill areas which were 
opened out with the view of giving a better scour tothe river have failed to 
fulfil expectations and regular observations go to show that the silting of 
the Bidyadhari continues. The problem of the ultimate disposal of the 
drainage of the city is now becoming urgent and it is recognised that in any 
case the pumping of storm water wili be necessary within a very few years. 


12. Roads and lighting.—Expenditure on road repairs and other road 
works has been heavy and indeed the improvement of road surfaces is 
one of the outstanding features in the record of municipal progress. 

The value of asphaltum as a road surface has been established,and some 
important thoroughfares in northern Calcutta have since been paved with 
this material. Bituminous surfaces, broad, clean footpaths, the paving of 
narrow lanes and gullies, the laying of stone setts in streets which carry 
heavy traffic, and greater-attention to the repairs of ordinary .macadamized 
roads—these things have to some extent effected a transformation of the 
conditions of a decade ago. 

The efficiency of public Jighting was well maintained and further. pro- 
gress was made with the scheme for the cor.version of oil lights and the eree- 
tion of additional gas lamps. Minor economies and improvements were 
also made in street lighting. a bbe . 

13. Markets.—The municipal markets (four in namber) continue to 
be x valuable asset of the Corporation and a great public convenience.

Character of the Season.—At the time when the special forecast was 
issued, the harvesting of the crop had already advanced considerably. The 
prevailing dry weather has since been favourable for threshing. 


- » Area Sown.—According to the estimates of the District Officers, the 
total area under wheat amounts to 124,100 acres this year, against 116,900 
acres last year. 


Outturn.—-From the District Officers’ estimates, the provincial outturn 
works out at 68 per cent. of the normal this year, against 86 per cent. last 
year. 


Taking the normal yield to be 84 maunds per acre, the gross yield of the 
crop for the province is estimated at about 26,300 tons, against 31,400 tons 
last year. 

At the end of April, the average wholesale price of wheat at. the principal 
marts of the provinc® was Rs. 6-12-10 per maund or about 0'7 per cent. 
and 2°2 per cent. lower than the prices ruling at the corresponding periods 
of last year and in the year preceding respectively. The average wholesale 
price of common rice at the principal marts, on the other hand, was Rs. 6-2-7 
or about 7°5 per cent. and 4 per cent. lower than the prices at the correspond- 
ing periods of last year and the year preceding respectively.
